WHEREAS,  The  establishment  of  the  SRO  Task  Force  has  been  beneficial  to  the  City 
of  San  Francisco  and  has  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  a  coordinated  City  response  to  SRO 
fires;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  its  three  years  of  existence,  the  SRO  Task  Force  has  membership 
representative  of  City  Departments,  SRO  hotel  owners  and  occupants  and  nonprofit 
community  groups  working  with  SRO  tenants;  and, 

WHEREAS,  SRO  Hotels  represent  some  of  the  last  affordable  housing  in  San 
Francisco  to  disenfranchised  and  underserved  communities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Since  its  initial  inception,  the  Task  Force  has  become  aware  of  two 
populations  residing  in  SRO  hotels  who  are  currently  not  represented  on  the  Task  Force;  and,

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  have  demonstrated  support  for 
global  tobacco  control  by  passing  a  resolution  calling  for  U.S.  tobacco  companies  to  be  held 
to  the  same  legislative  standards  in  the  U.S.  and  in  support  of  a  international  tobacco  control 
legislation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  the  California  Department  of  Health  Services  Survey  of  Attitude 
Towards  Smoke-free  environments  of  January  2001 ,  59%  of  Bay  Area  residents  agree  that  at

WHEREAS,  Governor  Davis  has  proposed  a  23-cent  per  pack  increase  in  the  state's 
tobacco  tax  for  2003-04  and  a  40-cent  per  pack  for  2004-05;  and, 

WHEREAS,  None  of  the  proposed  revenues  generated  by  the  increased  tobacco  tax 
would  be  directed  toward  efforts  to  help  prevent  youth  smoking  or  help  smokers  quit;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Raising  the  cigarette  excise  tax  by  $1 .50  per  pack  with  a  20-cent  earmark 
for  anti-smoking  programs  would  cause  640,000  smokers  to  quit,  raise  revenue  for  the  state's 
General  Fund,  and  lower  MediCal  expenditures,  according  to  a  UCSF  study;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Tobacco  use  continues  to  lead  all  other  causes  of  death  in  the  State  of 
California,  contributing  to  the  deaths  of  more  than  40,000  people  annually;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Tobacco  use  is  a  major  economic  drain  on  the  economy,  costing  $8.6 
billion  annually  in  direct  medical  costs,  of  which  $3.7  billion  is  attributed  to  state  and  local 
public  taxpayer  dollars;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Smoking  among  young  adults,  18  to  24,  is  rising  dramatically.  These 
young  people  represent  the  only  adult  age  group  whose  smoking  is  going  up,  a  disturbing 
trend  that  could  impact  children  who  model  young  adult  behavior;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Proposition  99  tobacco  tax  revenues  supporting  the  state's  tobacco 
control  and  research  program  continue  to  dwindle,  providing  fewer  resources  to  counter-act 
the  tobacco  industry's  $1.1  billion  marketing,  promotion,  and  advertising  campaign  in 
California  designed  to  attract  new  smokers  and  keep  current  smokers  addicted  and  to 
legitimize  a  business  who's  products  kill;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  California's  tobacco  control  program  is  largely  responsible  for  reducing  the 
smoking  rate  in  California  from  26.7  percent  of  adults  in  1988  to  16.6  percent  in  2001,  second

WHEREAS,  California  fails  to  meet  the  minimum  spending  levels  recommended  by  the 
U.S.  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention,  and  California's  per  capita  funding  of

WHEREAS,  The  California  experience  has  proven  that  the  only  way  to  reduce  tobacco 
consumption  over  the  long-term  is  by  funding  effective  prevention  and  cessation  programs;

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco

WHEREAS,  With  the  issuance  of  General  Order  Number  3  by  General  Granger,  the 
emancipation  of  slaves  in  Texas  was  reaffirmed;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Recounting  the  memories  of  that  great  day  in  June  of  1865  and  its 
festivities  would  serve  as  motivation  as  well  as  a  release  from  the  growing  pressures 
encountered  in  their  new  territory;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  celebration  of  June  19th  was  coined  "Juneteenth"  and  grew  with  more 
participation  from  descendants.  The  Juneteenth  celebration  was  a  time  for  reassuring  each

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Resolution  approving  a  Cooperative  Agreement  between  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  the  Transbay  Joint  Powers  Authority  and  the  State  of  California  for  the 
acquisition  of  vacant  State-owned  property  comprising  portions  of  the  former  Route 
480  and  Embarcadero  Freeway  Right-of-Way,  and  including  the  Transbay  Terminal  and 
its  Loop  Ramps,  for  purposes  of  the  Transbay  Terminal  Project;  and  making  findings  of 
consistency  with  the  General  Plan  and  eight  priority  polices  of  Planning  Code  section 
101.1,  and  environmental  findings. 

WHEREAS,  On  November  2,  1999,  the  voters  of  the  City  adopted  Proposition  H, 
declaring  that  the  Caltrain  commuter  rail  line  shall  be  extended  downtown  to  a  regional 
intermodal  transit  station  constructed  on  the  present  site  of  the  Transbay  Terminal  to  serve 
Caltrain,  regional  and  intercity  bus  lines,  MUNI  and  high  speed  rail;  and,

High-Speed  Passenger  Train  Bond  Act  for  the  21s1  Century  authorizing  the  issuance  of  nine 
billion  dollars  ($9,000,000,000.00)  in  bonds  for  a  high-speed  rail  link  between  the  Transbay 
Terminal  and  Union  Station  in  Los  Angeles:  and. 

WHEREAS,  The  City,  the  Peninsula  Corridor  Joint  Powers  Board  and  the  Federal 
Transit  Administration  released  the  Draft  Environmental  Impact  Statement/Environmental 
Impact  Report  ("Draft  EIR/EIS")  on  the  Transbay  Terminal  Project  in  October,  2002;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  March,  2003,  the  TJPA  adopted  a  Locally  Referred  Alternative  ("LPA") 
from  the  Draft  EIR/EIS.  required  for  preparation  of  the  Final  EIR/EIS;  and. 

WHEREAS,  The  LPA  for  the  Transbay  Terminal  Project  includes  the  development  of  a 
regional  intermodal  rail  and  bus  station  and  the  creation  of  a  new,  vibrant  and  transit  oriented

WHEREAS,  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  104-01  urged  the  California  legislature  to

WHEREAS,  On  October  14,  2001.  Governor  Davis  directed  the  State  Department  of 
Transportation  ("Caltrans")  to  provide  the  real  property  needed  for  the  terminal  through 
administrative  processes;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  Caltrans  has  agreed  to  transfer  the  real  property  at  no  cost  as  set  forth  in 
the  Cooperative  Agreement  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.

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WHEREAS,  In  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding  between  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  and  the  Deputy  Sheriffs'  Association  for  the  period  July  1,  2001  through  June 
30,  2003,  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  parties  agreed  that:  "If  through  a  charter 
amendment  the  voters  improve  safety  retirement  benefits  for  members  of  the  San  Francisco

aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  S61 ,000.000  (a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  which 
may  be  used  to  reimburse  the  Agency  for  amounts  spent  under  its  Budget  prior  to  the 
issuance  of  the  Bonds)  and  which  will  be  repaid  from  and  secured  by  the  taxes  allocated  to

Resolution  urging  the  California  Congressional  delegation  to  pass  the  Student 
Adjustment  Act  (H.R.  1684)  which  authorizes  the  cancellation  of  removal  and  the 
adjustment  of  status  for  certain  immigrant  youths  who  are  college  bound  and  are  long 
term  United  States  residents  and  permit  States  to  determine  State  residency  for 
purposes  of  higher  education  without  regard  to  immigration  status. 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Supreme  Court  has  determined  that  every  state  has  a 
constitutional  obligation  to  provide  free  public  primary  and  secondary  education  to  all  children 
residing  within  their  borders  regardless  of  their  immigration  status;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Federal  standards  and  accountability  requirements  imposed  on 
elementary  and  secondary  education  institutions  necessarily  entail  a  federal  commitment  to 
education,  including  the  assurance  of  meaningful  access  to  higher  education;  and, 

WHEREAS,  California,  on  average,  invests  upward  of  $7,000  each  year  for  each  of  its 
public  school  students;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Each  year  65,000  undocumented  students,  who  have  lived  in  the  United 
States  for  over  five  years,  graduate  from  American  high  schools;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Most  of  these  children,  having  been  raised  and  educated  in  the  United 
States,  view  themselves  as  "Americans"  and  have  the  same  dreams,  goals  and  aspirations  as 
other  American  children;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  high  school  diploma  and  the  lack  of  legal  immigration  status  condemn 
undocumented  students  to  a  life  of  underemployment,  instability  and  unfulfilled  potential;  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  students  face  overwhelming  obstacles  in  accessing  higher 
education  due  to  their  immigration  status,  which  makes  them  ineligible  for  federal  financial  aid 
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and  requires  them  to  pay  out-of-state  tuition  for  those  attending  state  universities  despite  their 
long-term  residency  within  our  country;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Undocumented  immigrants  make  vital  contributions  to  the  economic 
stability  and  cultural  richness  of  the  United  States,  yet  remain  vulnerable  to  exploitation, 
victimization  and  somatization  as  long  as  they  are  denied  legal  immigration  status  and 
meaningful  access  to  higher  education;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Access  to  higher  education  will  allow  these  students  to  break  the  bonds  of 
poverty,  to  raise  the  level  of  esteem  in  which  they  are  held  by  our  society  and  to  make  full 
contribution  to  our  country's  civic,  political  and  economic  well-being;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Student  Adjustment  Act  (H.R.  1684)  would  remedy  this  situation  by 
allowing  undocumented  students  who  have  lived  in  the  United  States  for  at  least  five  years,

Resolution  opposing  the  proposed  Potrero  Unit  7  power  plant  project  and  urging  City 
officials  and  departments  not  to  enter  into  any  agreements  that  may  be  required  to 
facilitate  or  enable  the  siting,  licensing,  approval  or  construction  of  the  proposed 
Potrero  Unit  7  power  plant  and  urging  the  City  Attorney  to  actively  oppose  the  Potrero 
Unit  7  project  in  all  forums. 

WHEREAS,  The  Mirant  Corporation  has  proposed  to  build  a  540MW  natural-gas- 
fueled  electric  generating  facility,  called  Potrero  7,  at  the  site  of  its  existing  power  plant  in  the 
Potrero  neighborhood  of  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Energy  Resources  Conservation  and  Development  Commission 
(California  Energy  Commission)  is  conducting  evidentiary  hearings  on  the  proposed  Potrero  7 
project  to  determine,  among  other  things,  the  impacts  of  the  project  on  the  environment, 
public  health  and  safety,  and  local  electric  system,  and  its  consistency  with  applicable  laws 
and  standards;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Energy  Commission  will  determine  whether  or  not  to 
approve  the  siting,  construction  and  operation  of  the  proposed  project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  May  2000,  Mirant  estimated  the  costs  of  the  project  to  be  $260-300 
million;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Since  then,  Mirant's  financial  condition  has  significantly  deteriorated,  such 

that  (1)  the  value  of  Mirant  stock  has  declined  more  than  90%  from  $47  on  May  21 ,  2001  to 

$3.31  on  April  30,  2003,  (2)  Mirant  has  reported  that  it  may  need  to  seek  bankruptcy 
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protection  if  it  cannot  negotiate  extens.ons  related  to  payments  due  on  $8.5  billion  in 
refinanced  debt,  (3)  Mirant  has  rev.sed  its  earn.ngs  statements  after  an  audit  showed  that  the 
company  overstated  earnings  for  2001  and  2002  by  $188  million,  and  (4)  Mirant s  credit  rating 
by  Standard  &  Poor's  and  Moody's  has  a  negative  outlook  and  is  less  than  investment  grade; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  unlikely  that  Mirant  would  be  sufficiently  creditworthy  to  secure 
financing  for  the  Potrero  7  project  even  if  ,t  received  certification  from  the  Californ.a  Energy 
Commission;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Mirant  Corporate  is  a  defendant  In  lawsuits  by  the  City  and  the 
Attorney  General,  among  others,  for  pr.ce  gouging  and  market  manipulation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Energy  Commission  has  recognized  Southeast  San 
Francisco  as  a  minority  community  entitled  to  environmental  justice;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Southeast  San  Francisco  has  a  d.sproport.onate  number  of  industrial  and 
polluting  facilit.es  and  an  extraordinarily  high  rate  of  childhood  asthma,  serious  respiratory 
diseases  and  cancers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Fossil  fuel  generation  is  associated  with  pollutants  that  damage  public 
health;  and, 

WHEREAS,  With  the  addition  of  the  proposed  Potrero  7  plant,  the  Potrero  power  plant 
site  would  become  the  largest  hazardous  materials  storage  facility  in  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  Potrero  7  plant  would  emit  benzene,  formaldehyde, 
toluene,  mercury,  polycyclic  aromatic  hydrocarbons  (PAHs),  and  other  toxic  chemicals;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  proposed  Potrero  7  plant  would  more  than  double  the  amount  of 
particulate  matter  emissions  from  the  Potrero  site  and  would  emit  hundreds  of  tons  of 
particulate  matter,  carbon  monoxide,  volatile  organic  compounds,  and  nitrogen  and  sulfur 
compounds  each  year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  Potrero  7  plant,  combined  with  the  existing  Potrero  power 
plant,  would  use  560,000  acre  feet  of  water  from  the  San  Francisco  Bay  each  year  to  cool  the 
plant  and  would  discharge  the  heated  water  back  into  the  Bay;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  intake  of  water  could  destroy  an  estimated  500  million  larval  fish  each  | 
year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Ordinance  124-01  which  became  effective  on  June  8,  2001,  required  that 
San  Francisco  oppose  any  application  for  a  proposed  siting,  expansion  or  development  of 
fossil  fuel  power  generation  at  the  Potrero  power  plant  and  deny  any  San  Francisco 
governmental  approval  that  would  facilitate  such  generation  and  withhold  the  City's  approval 
of  any  lease,  license,  permit,  easement  or  other  agreement  for  such  facility  unless  certain 
minimum  conditions  were  met;  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  conditions  included,  among  other  things,  (1)  the  reduction  in 
potential  and  actual  emissions  of  criteria,  toxic,  and  hazardous  air  pollutants  from  levels  that 
would  occur  in  Southeast  San  Francisco  from  whatever  source  without  the  construction  and 
operation  of  the  proposed  Potrero  Power  Plant;  (2)  a  binding,  enforceable  agreement,  for  the 
permanent  shut-down  of  the  Hunters  Point  Power  Plant;  (3)  the  retrofit  of  all  existing  peaker 
units  at  the  Potrero  Power  plant  using  the  best  available  pollution  control  technology  and 
certain  restrictions  on  the  use  of  said  existing  peakers;  (4)  a  binding,  enforceable  agreement 
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•equiring  the  shut  down  of  the  Potrero  Unit  3  power  plant  as  soon  as  it  is  no  longer  needed  to 
sustain  electric  reliability  in  San  Francisco  and  the  surrounding  area;  and  (5)  mitigation  in  the 
impacted  communities  in  Southeast  San  Francisco  to  offset  any  adverse  social,  economic, 
cultural,  environmental,  and  public  health  impacts  associated  with  the  proposed  Potrero 
Power  Plant;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  conditions  set  forth  in  Ordinance  124-01  have  not  been  met;  and, 
WHEREAS,  Ordinance  124-01  directed  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  the 
Department  of  the  Environment  to  develop  an  Electricity  Resource  Plan  to  implement  all 
practical  transmission,  conservation,  efficiency,  and  renewable  alternatives  to  fossil  fuel 
generation  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  An  Electricity  Resource  Plan  was  developed  by  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  and  the  Department  of  the  Environment  with  significant  community  input;  and, 

WHEREAS.  The  Electricity  Resource  Plan  was  endorsed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
in  Resolution  827-02,  which  was  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  December  20,  2002;  and,

[CEQA  Findings  for  Cruise  Terminal  Mixed-Use  Project.] 


Resolution  adopting  findings  pursuant  to  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act 
(CEQA)  and  the  State  CEQA  Guidelines,  including  a  statement  of  overriding 
considerations,  in  connection  with  the  proposed  mixed-use  Cruise  Terminal  Project, 
located  on  Pier  30-32,  a  condominium  tower  on  a  portion  of  Seawall  Lot  330,  and  a 
public  open  space  project  in  the  location  of  Pier  34  and  36,  in  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco,  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Cruise  Terminal  Mixed-Use  Project  is  proposed  to  be 
constructed  on  Piers  30-32  and  Seawall  Lot  330,  and  the  Brannan  Street  Wharf  Project  is 
proposed  to  be  located  in  the  vicinity  of  Pier  34  and  Pier  36;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  acting  through  the  Planning 
Department  ("Department"),  fulfilled  all  procedural  requirements  of  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  (Cal.  Pub.  Res.  Code  Sections  21000  et  seg.;"CEQA"),  the  State 
CEQA  Guidelines  (Cal.  Admin.  Code  Title  14,  Sections  15000  et.  seg.,  ("CEQA  Guidelines") 
and  Chapter  31  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  ("Chapter  31 ")  including: 

a.  The  Department  determined  that  a  supplement  to  the  Waterfront  Land  Use  Plan 
Final  Environmental  Impact  Report  ("Waterfront  Plan  FEIR"),  case  no.  94.1 55E  (hereinafter 
"SEIR")  was  required  for  the  Cruise  Terminal  Mixed-Use  Project  and  the  Brannan  Street 
Wharf  Project  and  provided  public  notice  of  that  determination  by  publication  in  a  newspaper 
of  general  circulation  on  June  9,  2001 ;  and 

b.  On  November  1 7,  2001 ,  the  Department  published  the  Draft  Supplemental 
Environmental  Impact  Report  ("DSEIR")  and  provided  public  notice  in  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  of  the  availability  of  the  DSEIR  for  public  review  and  comment  and  of  the  date  and 
time  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission  ("Planning  Commission")  public  hearing  on 
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the  DSEIR;  this  notice  was  mailed  to  the  Department's  list  of  persons  requesting  such  notice; 
and 

c.  Notices  of  availability  of  the  DSEIR  and  of  the  date  and  time  of  the  public 
hearing  were  posted  near  the  project  site  by  Department  staff  on  November  1 9,  2001 ;  and 

d.  On  November  1 7,  2001 ,  copies  of  the  DSEIR  were  mailed  or  otherwise 
delivered  to  the  list  of  persons  requesting  it,  to  those  noted  on  the  distribution  list  in  the 
DSEIR,  to  adjacent  property  owners,  and  to  government  agencies,  the  latter  both  directly  and 
through  the  State  Clearinghouse;  and 

e.  Notice  of  Completion  of  the  DSEIR  (SCH#  1994123007)  was  filed  with  the  State 
Secretary  of  Resources  via  the  State  Clearinghouse  on  November  19,  2001 ;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Commission  held  a  duly  advertised  public  hearing  on  the 
DSEIR  on  December  20,  2001 ,  at  which  opportunity  for  public  comment  was  given,  and  public 
comment  was  received  on  the  DSEIR.  The  public  review  period  for  acceptance  of  written  j 
comments  was  extended  to  January  16,  2002,  for  a  total  of  60  days;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  prepared  responses  to  comments  on  environmental 
issues  received  at  the  public  hearing  and  in  writing  during  the  60-day  public  review  period  for 
the  DSEIR,  prepared  revisions  to  the  text  of  the  DSEIR  in  response  to  comments  received  or 
based  on  additional  information  that  became  available  during  the  public  review  period,  and 
corrected  errors  in  the  DSEIR.  This  material  was  presented  in  a  "Draft  Summary  of 
Comments  and  Responses,"  published  on  April  30,  2002,  was  distributed  to  the  Planning 
Commission  and  to  all  parties  who  commented  on  the  DSEIR,  and  was  available  to  others 
upon  request  at  Department  offices;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  prepared  a  Final  Supplemental  Environmental  Impact 
Report  ("Initial  FSEIR"),  consisting  of  the  DSEIR,  any  consultations  and  comments  received 
during  the  review  process,  any  additional  information  that  became  available,  and  the  Draft 
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Summary  of  Comments  and  Responses,  ail  as  required  by  law.  The  Initial  FSEIR  also  relied 
upon  and  included  information  from  the  Waterfront  Plan  FEIR.  The  Planning  Commission 
found  that  the  information  in  the  Draft  Summary  of  Comments  and  Responses  and  any 
additional  information  that  became  available  did  not  require  recirculation  under  CEQA

WHEREAS,  The  Board  held  a  duly-noticed  public  hearing  on  June  24,  2002  to 
consider  the  appeal  of  the  Initial  FSEIR,  at  which  time  the  Board  disapproved  the  certification 
of  the  Initial  FSEIR  by  the  Planning  Commission  and  directed  the  Clerk  to  make  findings  and, 
in  Motion  No.  M02-100,  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  021 164,  remanded  the 
Initial  FSEIR  to  the  Planning  Commission  and  directed  the  Planning  Commission  to  revise  the 
Initial  FSEIR  as  specified  in  Board  Motion  No.  M02-100;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department  revised  the  Initial  FSEIR  in  accordance  with  the 
Board's  Motion  No.  M02-100.  The  revisions  were  included  in  the  Revisions  to  the  Final 
Supplemental  Environmental  Impact  Report  ("Revisions  to  the  FSEIR"),  published  and  made

(the  "Planning  Department's  Letters"),  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.      030947         the  City  Planning  Department  determined  that  the 
proposed  vacation  of  the  Bird's  Beak,  the  Property  Exchange  Agreement  and  other  actions  in 
furtherance  thereof,  are  consistent  with  the  General  Plan  consistency  findings  of  Case  No. 
96.771  R  and  the  eight  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1.  The  Planning
